In consequence of the holiday on Wed- 
nesday first, the meeting of the Miners’ Associa- 
tion at the Bannockburn stands further adjourned 
to that night week. 

To-morrow evening, the Oddfellows' 
Ball is to be a fitting wind-up to the day’s holi- 
day. This Ball promises to be an exceedingly 
brilliant and successful affair. 

Mr Varcoe, the newly-appointed work- 
ing manager of the Carrick Race, has arrived in 
Cromwell, and will at once step into Iiis new posi- 
tion. Work will begin on the race next week. 

A Brisbane telegram of a late date says; 
— “ Advices from the Palmer goldfields report 
that the miners are starved out, and are leaving 
in hundreds. A famine is feared next winter 
unless the Government open regular communica- 
tion with the diggings. ” 

The Jockey Club held a meeting on Fri- 
day evening last. The programme was snh- 
mitted and approved of, Mr MacKellar was 
chosen as a member of Committee in the room of 
Mr James Cowan, The matter of rules for the 
Clubwastaken into consideration, and the rules 
of the Dunedin Jockey Club adopted, with trifling 
alterations. 

We are glad to hear that the reef in the 
Starof the East h.as been found to wirlen out con- 
siderably within the last few feet driven. For 
sometime, they have been driving on a thickness 
of only sorie six inches, but within the last day 
or two a great improvement has taken place, and 
the width now averages from twelve to twenty 
inchee. The machine is at present stopped, while 
new cams are being fitted, but work will com- 
mence again in about a week, when the Company 
expect to turn out some very good cakes.

Judge Chapman has given an important 
decision in re Messrs G. M. Bell and Wentworth, 
who, in June, lodged applications with the 
Southland Land Board for land at 20s j the day 
before the proclamation raising the price to £3 
was gazetted. He holds the applicants are en- 
titled to the land. If the decision is upheld, it 
means a loss of £20,000 to the Province. 

Uy'er, the murderer of Elizabeth Batter- 
sea, was executed at Auckland on Friday morn-, 
ing.

In spite of 
the efforts of Messrs Smith, Haggitt, and Stout, 
all engaged for the defence — almost justifying 
Mr Macasscy’s remark, that such an array of 
legal talent showed a bad case — the jury found 
for the plaintiff £ 200 . ’ 

The post-office authorities, ■we are in- 
formed, have decided to accept the lowest tender 
for the mail service between this town and Clyiie 
We understand that the tender of Mr M'Nulty 
has been accepted for £52. What service we 
are to expect for this ridiculously small sum we 
do not know. The smaller the contract the 
smaller the amount of bond we suppose that will 
be required. The smallness of the tender should, 
in our opinion, cause the Post-office authorities 
to look at it with greater caution. It is only 
right that substantial guarantees should be de- 
manded that the mail service shall be properly 
carried out. We remember a mail service being 
performed in a most iiidiff'erent nninner by Mr 
John M ‘Dougail, and .'with which mail sendee 
one M’Nulty was in some way connected. We 
should be sorry to see a repetition of the service 
like the one alluded to. On behalf of public in- 
terests, 'K’e must ask the department to exercise 
proper foresight in this matter. We have no 
desire to prejudge the contract, or to dictate to 
the office, but merely point out that which pru- 
dence suggests. — Waiaiip i/ail. 

Mr H. J. Cope lost all chance of contest- 
ing the W,akatip election through a strange mis- 
chance, In Queenstown, on the day of nomina- 
tion for the seat, there was also a nomination for 
a municipal election, and Mr Cope made his "way 
at noon to the Town-hali, the scene of the latter 
nomination proceedings, instead of to the Conrt- 
h'iiuse, the scene of the former. Mr Henry 
Manders, the only other member, Was therefore 
declared duly elected. Mr Cope, at a meeting 
in the Arrow, attemyited the task of satisfying 
the electors there, who, having put him forward, 
were annoyed somewhat, The Arro>n Observer 
seyH, in relation to this meeting : — “The scene 
was amusing as the apology was pitiful, and we 
did not envy the apparentlv disappointed candi- 
date, nor the manner in which he attempted to 
find consolation in a mishap of a similar nature 
which bePel Mr Manders when he was ’lost in 
the snow.’ The audience present felt that the 
action of Mr Cope was, under any circumstances, 
a breach of his supporters’ confidence, the more 
especially as he h.ad been in Queenstown in 
plenty of time for nomination, and treated his 
utterances accordiugly. It is scarcely probable 
the issue of election would have been different 
than it is, but Mr Cope having accepted the re- 
quest of a number of electors, should have made 
it his duty not to he ‘ one minute too late.’ ”

A serious accident happened at the Blue 
Sour on Saturday Morning, in the Ot;y;o 
Compauv’s claim, by which Mr Langley Pope 
■was badly injured. The accident w,as caused 
bv a large piece of cement falling on him. 
He was soon convevjd to the Hospital, and 
on being e.vamined by Dr Stewart, it was 
found that one of hii legs was fractured, and 
several of Ivls ribs braken. He is progressing 
as fa vourably as can be cxnected. 

Hospital matters tre still exciting some at- 
tention. The following description from a 
Lawrence oorrespobdent of one of the Dun- 
edin dailie.s, will give your readers some idea 
rif the doings in cpnnection with the above 
institution “ Another lively quarterly 
meeting of our Hr^pifal subscrihers was held 
on Thursday evening last, in order to receive 
and pass *be report, Ac., and to consider new 
rules. This ouarter showed a marked reduc- 
tion in “ medical icomforts," only £12 being 
charged, as against £75 aird £120 for the two 
pr.-'vj'ous.

OPPOSED APPLICA'nONS. 

Thomas M'Morraa applied for a gold-mining 
lease of 16 acrea at Bendigo, and his ap^ilication 
was opposed by the Lucknow Company. 

The Lucknow Company made two applica 
tions, one for 10 acres and one for 4, also at Ben- 
digo ■; and these applications were opposed by 
M'Morran. 

The two applications of the Lucknow Com- 
pany were heard, and the deoiainn in these af- 
fected M'Morran in such a way that no hearing 
was gone into in the case of his application. 

Mr Wilson appeared . for M'Morran, and Mr 
Johnston for the Luckno'V Company, 

Evidence was gone into at great length, of 
which we have ample notes, but find we have not 
space enough to give any particulars of it. 

The first application, known throughout the 
case as "application No. 1,” was granted, — not 
to the extent of ten acres, but in accordance with 
' the surveyor’s plan as produced in Court. 

Theseconn application was refused, the ground, 
which includesl part of theold Aurora lease, hav- 
ing been pegged out after the publication in the 
Gazette of the notice of the cancellation of that 
lease by tbe Superintendent, but Before its pub- 
lication in the local paper ; and this was held by 
tbe Warden to be fatal to the granting of the 
application. 

M'Motran’s application was granted,— in ao 
far 08 it was not interfered with by the Luc - 
now Company’s first application, in which part 
of M ‘Morran’s was included, to the extent of 
about four acrea. 

The different applications were Very much con- 
fused, as to the ground applied for and granted ; 
but we may explain that the Lucknow Com- 
pany, owing to a mistake made by the aurvbVor, 
are granted not only the whole of the ground 
applied for in their first application, (which never 
really comprised mnch over four acres, [butaoon- 
siderahle part of their second, lying between the 
two original leases of tho Lucknow and Aurora 
Companies. 



RESIDENT MAGISTRATE'S COURT. 

Friday, October 30 , 1874 . 

( Before W. Laurence Simpson, Esq. , R.M.) 

CL.VIM OS I 0 U, 

Charles M'Kenn.a ». W. H. Money.— Claim, 
L.9, being amount of an I 0 U given by defen- 
dant to plaintiff for money lent. 

Mr F, J. Wilson represented defendant, who 
did not appear. 

The plaintiff handed in the I 0 U on which he 
sned, and slated that he lent the defendant the 
L9 to make up the purchase money for the mare 
''Kathleen,”' which defendant bought at Clyde. 

Mr Wilson, in examination, wished to bring 
it out that the money was lent to play cards 
with, and that Money and he were partners in 
gambling transactinna ; but, M'Kenna stoutly 
denied tbia, although he admitted " pliying-iii” 
with Money at “ poker,” by which he explained 
that he meant they agreed not to “ riae” on each 
other’s hauda of cards. 

Mr Wilson contended that auartion could not 
hold good on an I 0 U simply. It was no proof 
in itself of a debt, and particulars must be stated 
of the debt, an I 0 U being of value only as 
evidence. 

The Magistrate decided, after taking time for 
consideration, that Mr Wilson's contention must 
stand good, and plaintiff therefore had to accept 
a nonsuit. 

A DEFAULTINO RATEPA'VEK. 

Corporation of Cromwell u. John Marsh. — 
Claim, L29 17s 6:1, being rates due on defen- 
dant's property in the town for the year 1873-4, 
and including a sura of 110 14s Cd, alleged to 
be doe for rates unpaid since 1869. 

Mr W. Johnston appeared for the plaintiffs, 
and Mr F. J. Wilsnn for defendant. 

Charles Colclnitgh, Town Clerk and Rate Col- 
lector, gave evidence respecting assessment, 
produced books, newspapers and gazettes con- 
taining matters relevant to the point at ie.siie. 

Mr Wilson raised a large number of nonsuit 
points, an.i argued upon them at considerable 
lensth. In the first place, the “notices of 
va'uation,” rendered by Colclough to Marsh, 
were altogether insufficient. No particular form 
of notice was laid down, but it was required to 
be a full statement of particulars, and theie no 
tices were certainly not that. All were barren 
in this respect, and some were wanting ia the 
most essential particulars, containing neither 
date, signature, nor year of assessment. One of 
them had simply a figure 5, which might mean 
either pounds, shillings, or pence. He then 
quoted section 81 of the Act, which states that 
the allowance of the assessment by the Ccuncil 
shall be made at the first meeting after tie as- 
sessment roll has been handed hy the Valnator 
to the Town Clerk ; and being allowed shsll be 
signed by the Mayor. The assessment, as skated 
bv Mr Colclough, was on the first allowan'o by 
the Council signed by the Mayor, but undated, 
so that there was no proof os to the allovance 
having heen made at the first meeting, ss re- 
quired. The all'.wan'e must, within 2l .lays, 
be given public notice di ; and as the 'low^ 



Clerk stated .in evidence this was not done., 
Tbe Council then re-'sllowcd tbo areessmeat, and' 
tbe Mayor signed it, and tbe public nqtiqcs vitere 
duly given. ButUhe second allowance,; he con- 
tended, was an illegal one, and the Mayor’s sig- 
nature was illegally fixed. The Council bad no 
power to rescind the first allowance : the law 
said it must be made at a certain' time, and if 
not then made, he contended proceedings in 
reference to it must be begun at novo. The 
twenty-one days ran out as regarded the first 
allowance, and all the Counoil’s aftei -proceedinga 
in reference to . it were illegal Mr Wilson also 
advanced a number of other points. There was 
no evidence of auy declaration of rate, except the 
statement of the Town Clerk. The pereon ap- 
pointed to receive the rate must be appointed by 
warrant, and nethinj; of tbe sort wee produced. 
Some of the properties for which Mr Marsh was 
rated were in tenancy, and there was no evidence 
of the tenants having been asked to p,ay. Be- 
sides the notices of valuation, rate-notices were 
left; and these were left after the first -allow- 
ance, and before the second.. If the second, 
therefore, was held good, no such notices had 
been left as require-!. 

Hegardingthe old rates of 1869, Mr Wilson 
said there hod been no attempt to prove any al- 
lowance of assessment. Besides, the defendant 
hod already been sued for these rates. He 
called Mr Baird, the Clerk, who produced the 
Conrt-bogka, by which it seemed that on two 
different occasions on which Mr Marsh had been 
eued by the Corporation, nonsuits were given. 

.Mr Johnston then replied to Mr Wilson. . He 
submitted that no notices of valuation were re- 
quired, and if M^rsh had anything to ccmplain 
of in that respect he should have appealed against 
the assessment, as wss open to him. The same 
held good with regard to any irregularity in the 
proceedinga in reference to the allowance of the 
assessment. If the words '' and not otherwise” 
were added to section 81, which Mr Wiison re- 
lied on so strongly, thou his arguments would 
hold good ; but these words not appearing, he 
coDteiided the action of the Council had been 
perfectly legal tlironghaut. As to the matter of 
tenancy, the evidence of Mr Colclough was to 
the effect that tenauta were coming and going 
every week, and it was impossible for him to 
rate any other person than the proprietor. With 
regard to the rate-uotices, although these were 
dated before the second allowance of assessment, 
he w.as informed by Mr Colclough that they were 
not delivered until after it had been made, and 
if necessary he would ask to put Mr Colclough 
in the box to prove this. 

The Maristrate Said the Corporation could 
not Bucoeed as regarded the recovery of the old 
rates. No public notice of the allowance w.as 
proved to have been mode, and this waa essen- 
tially necessary. Therefore he would at once 
strike off that portion of tbe amount sued for., 
He waa not prepared to e-pi ess a decided opi- 
nion as regarded the recovery of the 1873-4 rates,- 
The double siguing by the Mayor of tbe allow, 
ance of asse-islnent was a point he would require 
to take tin e to consider. The Council certainly 
had no power to alter or vary any plan of pro- 
cedure laid down bv tbe Act pandas he was not 
clear th.at they could lie held to have done this, 
he woull reserve his decision nntil next wcek.c 

OATIS AOAINST O.ATH, 

John Halliday n. Roger Donegan, —Claim, L2 ; 
lalance due on spring-cart. 

Mr Halliday s dd in Mav, 1872, be sold a 
cart, for L3 to Donegan, who gave him LI in 
cash, and a verbal order on MrShanlyfor the 
renojiiider ; hut he had never yet got the money. 
Donegan stated he h.ad given a written order on 
-Hhanly to Halliday, who said at the t'me it was 
just as good .-IS cash ; and he had never heard 
any more of the matter, althongh frcqnelitly see- 
ing Halliday, until he was summoned. 

Mr Simpson said be must give a verdict for the 
amotmt claimed, allowing execution to stand 
over for a week. In the meantinse, search could 
be made in Mr Shanly’a books, and if any light 
could be thrown on whether the order wss pre- 
sented or not, or allowed for in the acconnts 
be' ween Shanly and Halliday, a re-hearing could 
be applied for. 

A SBT-OFP. 

Halliday B. Masters. —Claim, L3. Mr Wilson 
for defemiant. 

The cleira was admitted, but a set-off w.ss put 
in for gr;iziug catlls,— to a greater amount than 
the claim. 

The Magistrate, after hearing both state- 
ments, allowed the set-off to the amount of L3, 
and so squared accounts. 

NO SEPVTCE OF SUMMONS. 

Tn the cases of Halliday i'. WiTianj Hope 
•lohnsoti, (claim, I„35 7s dd.) and PaMe ®, E. 
Denholm, (ekim 1,6 8s 6d,) summonses not hav- 
ing been served, fresh summonses were ordered 
to issue,. if required. 

In the case of Same v. Capstick, the amount 
sued for, 12s,, was paid Into Court. 

AN Illiterate defendant. 

Hallidayfl. Itossiter.— Claim, 1116 l2s LI, re- 
dueed to L50 to bring it within the jnrisdiotion 
of the Oonri,. Plaintiff handed in an I 0 TJ for 
the amount first nanjed. 

On being asked to plead, Eossiter made a 
statement to tho effect that, when Halliday was 
going through the Court, he asked him to sign 
a paper, and he did ao, Halliday telling him ho 
reqnired it as a matter of convenience ia that 
proceeiiing. He (Rossiter) could neither. read or 
write, and Halliday did not read the document 
to him. Eoariter made other statements, to the 
eff. ot that he thought he owed the plaintiff L6 ; 
but he M'as evidently altogether in a state of tog 
as to the transactions between them. 

The plaintiff handed ia his books, and they 
were inspected by the Magistrate, who advised 
the parties tn come to some settlement ; if the 
plaintiff would take 5s in the pound, perhaps de- 
fendant might get him the money. Plaintiff said 
he w'ould willingly take this, and the umier- 
standing come to was that Eossiter should try 
tn raise the necessary amount, by paying whicn 
tho parties would cry " quits.” 

NO APPK.VRAKtB. 

Same v Costello. — Claim, L7 Sa 4d. No ap- 
pearance of defendant, and judgment therefore 
went by def.ault. 

Same v. Anderson. — Claim, LS 9a 3d. Koap- 
pcaranco ; judgment by default. 

A MiXED-UP CONCERN. 

Same v, Richard Herbert. — Claim, lOs, the 
value of a sluice-box. 

In this case, Jelly, a brother-in-law of Halli- 
day, and Watson, a brother-in-law of Herbert, 
were cqgcemed in some woy with tbe possession 



of the.sluiqe-box. Herbert, Watson,, and Jolly 
appeared to have been toates,' and 'the riartieu* 
lar reason why.Hefbort was sued was not brought 
out to the satisfeotion of the Magistrate, who 
dumlsse’d'the’ease. ' , ' . 

■During the hesrirm, Mr Simpson adminietered 
a strong rebuke to Herbert, who seemed inclined 
to think that it was not worthwhile to "kiss 
the book"' for lOa. He. however, explained 
that he merely referred ‘td the case being such a 
trivial one as: not to require any statement in 
defence from himi :

Mr Wilson, for defendant, pleaded payment in 
full in 1872, to tho trustees in Halliday's estate, 
Mr Halliday said he had been told by defen* 
dant that he had a receipt at home for the 
amount, but he (Halliday) never oonld get to see 
It. Chadwick said he never asked to see it. 

The receipt being now produced, judgment 
WM thorelore given for defendant, with 409 ex* 
penses. . . ^ 

A TECHNICAL AND FATAL OBJECTION. 
Halliday v. Arch. Blue.— Claim, L34 19s 6d. 
Mr Johnston, for defendant, would plead 
every plea he could plead j not indebted and 
general denial. The case, if gone into, would 
occupy the Court a long time, perh,aps three 
hours, as he intended to dispute item by Item, 
and he would therefore at once qnter an objec- 
tion against the deeds of assignment under 
which the plaintiff sued. 

The deeds were one from Messrs Cowan and 
Shauly, as trustees in his estate, to Halliday, 
and one also, in connection with his second 
bankruptcy, from Mr R. H. I-eary, Trustee in 
Bankruptcy. Mr Johnston objected to them on 
the ground that, first( Mr Halliday did non 
produce his deed of assignment in the original 
instance to Messrs Cowah and Shanly ; second, 
that the deed from Mr Leary was insnSficiently 
stamped ; . and third, that it was not sealed, Ha 
objected also to the deed from Messrs Cowan 
'and Shanly on the ground of insufficient stamp- 
ing, hut it was found that it bore a “ fine stamp,” 
anil Halliday said that it had cost him L5 
already. 

Mr Simpson said Halliday had better take a 
nonau it, and then take legal ad vide on the mat- 
ter. 

Halliday agreed to this, and also withdrew a 
number of other cases set down for he.aring in 
'which ho was plaintiff. 

ee-Heariso. 

. W. Eeid Eohertson v. G. W. Goodger. 

Claim, L5 7s, 12s of which was foregone, -re* 
during the .amount to L4 15s. Mr Johnston 
appeared for plaintiff, Mr Wilson for defendant. 

This was a long-standing debt, being incnrrei! 
in !8l)8. Eqbertson sold Goodger a mare and 
saddle for L22, of which he acknowledged re- 
ceiving L18. Goodger s.ald he paid him L19, 
and Robertson at the time stayed in his house 
,a week, drinking bottled ale and porter, until he 
had ran up a score altogether of LG. Goodger 
said he then cjiire to a settlement with him, ad- 
vising him to stop drinking, and teUing him, he 
was L3 in debt. Eohertson went away appa- 
rently satisfied.- There was also a balance 
alleged by R nhertson to be due on a ton of pota- 
toes sold by him to Goodger ; but Goodger m.am- 
tained they were “ square” on this transaction, 
Robertson having taken out the balance, beyond 
a sum of L5 given to hini in a lump, in small 
sums and bottles ot whiskey. 

The Magistrate, in deciding, said the alleged 
settlement was one the Court could take no 
notice of. Apparently it was a case ot a man 
sticking at a public-house and drinking out his 
balance. It was a set-off that could not have 
been received in Court. Judgment therefore 
wnull not be reversed, but stand as hefoie for 
plaintiff.
